New  Podiatric  Medicine 
Program  Announced 

Lycoming  College  and  the  Pennsylvania  Col- 
lege of  Pediatric  Medicine  have  adopted  a 
cooperative  accelerated  undergraduate-pro- 
fessional trainii^  program  for  students  in- 
terested in  a  career  as  a  doctor  of  podiatric 
medicine. 

The  goal  of  the  new  accelerated  program  is 
directed  toward  alleviating  a  shortage  of 
podiatrists  in  West-Central  and  Northeast 
Pennsylvania  encompassing  approximately 
20  counties  in  the  commonwealth.    Appli- 
cants for  the  program,  which  reduces  the 
time  required  to  complete  all  requirements 
by  one  year,  should  be  residents  of  either 
the  shortage  area  or  adjacent  counties.    They 
are  also  expected  to  return  to  one  of  the 
counties  for  extemship  training  and  a  possi- 
ble residence  and  practice  after  completing 
their  training. 

Counties  where  shortages  are  particularly 
severe  in  the  state  include  Adams,  Armstrong, 
Cambria,  Centre,  Clarion,  Cleai-field,  Cum- 
berland, Elk,  Fayette,  Greene,  Huntingdon, 
Indiana,  Jefferson,  Juniata,  Perry,  Potter, 
Somerset,  Susquehanna,  Westmoreland  and 
Wyoming.

LYCOMING  MATMEN  WIN  MAC  CROWN 

Lycoming  College,  with  four  of  its  wrestlers 
gaining  individual  titles,  outdistanced  host 
school  Elizabethtown  College  925  to  63-^  to 
win  its  first  Middle  Atlantic  Conference 
wrestling  title  since  1962. 

The  Warriors,  who  ranked  sixth  in  the  coun- 
try in  the  latest  small  college  wrestling  poll, 
got  individual  championships  from  Harry 
Shaw,   at  142:  Craig  Savitsky,   at  150;  Randy 
Parsons,  at  190,  and  Dick  Driver,  at  heavy - 


Shaw,  14-2-1  for  the  season,  won  his  title 
with  an  8-3  decision  over  Al  Skutches  of  Mo- 
ravian.   Savitsky,  now  cariying  a  14-3  log, 
followed  with  a  title-winning  11-4  decision 
over  Andy  D'Amico,  of  Swarthmore. 

A  bid  for  three  consecutive  individual  titles 
by  the  Warriors  was  thwarted  when  defending 
MAC  champion  Steve  Borja  was  bested  3-1  in 
overtime  by  Bill  Rawding  of  Gettysburg  at  158. 

It  was  the  Lycos'  second  runnerup  finish,  as 
Ron  Granato  lost  a  13-4  decision  to  Gettj's- 
burg's  Craig  Helmer  at  126.

Winter  Sports  End 

Both  the  Warrior  basketball  and  wrestling 
teams  closed  out  their  regular  1976-77  sea- 
son on  a  victorious  note  while  the  swimmers 
were  submerged  for  the  ninth  time  in  ten 
meets  in  their  final  outing. 

Although  Coach  Dutch  Burch's  basketball 
team  failed  in  its  bid  for  a  playoff  spot  in  the 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference,  the  Warriors 
ended  the  season  by  winning  the  final  two 
games  on  the  schedule  over  MAC  opponent 
Upsala,   71-68,   and  Baptist  Bible,   77-60. 
Lycoming's  final  bid  for  a  spot  in  the  play- 
offs failed  when  the  Warriors  were  edged, 
75-73,  by  Elizabethtown  followed  on  the  last 
ni^t  of  the  season  with  a  victory  over  the 
Vikings.    A  win  by  the  Warriors  against 
Elizabethtown  would  have  given  them  a  5-5 
mark  and  Upsala,  who  qualified  for  the  play- 
offs with  a  similar  5-5  mark,  would  have 
been  eliminated.    Instead,  Lycoming  finished 
with  a  4-6  conference  record  and  8-11  overall. 

Two  seniors,  Jeff  Billman,  a  6-6  forward 
from  Tamaqua,  and  Jack  Connell,  a  5-7  guard 
from  Titusville,  played  their  final  intercol- 
legiate game  for  the  Warriors  in  the  Baptist 
Bible  contest,    Billman  was  a  starter  for 
three  years,  while  Connell  saw  mostly  re- 
serve action  during  his  three-year  varsity 


Coach  Budd  Whitehill's  wrestlers  completed 
what  was  probably  the  toughest  schedule  in 
Warrior  mat  history  with  a  fine  13-7  record 
capped  by  a  resounding  45-0  shutout  over 
Western  Maryland  in  the  final  match  of  the 
year.    The  grapplers  were  ranked  fifth  in  the 
nation  among  Division  HI  schools  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  season,  and  they  were  favored 
to  capture  the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference 
championship  in  the  annual  tournament  at 
Elizabethtown. 

All  seven  of  the  losses  were  to  Division  I 
teams,  with  four  of  the  defeats  by  two  points 
or  less.    The  Warriors  were  10-0  against 
Division  HI  teams,  with  the  other  three  wins 
coming  over  Division  I  Princeton,  Rider, 
and  Franklin  and  Marshall.    Whitehill  will 
lose  four  seniors  by  graduation.    They  in- 
clude Walter  Lawson,  of  Alexandria,  Va.; 
Craig  Savitsky,  of  Old  Bridge,  N. J.;  Steve 
Borja,  of  Woodlyn,  Pa.,  and  Bandy  Parsons, 
of  Camp  Hill. 


The  swimmers  of  Coach  Susan  Hetrick  were 
defeated  by  Western  Mar>'land,  56-34,  in 
their  final  match  of  the  year  to  close  out  the 
season  with  a  0-9-1  record.  The  poor  rec- 
ord reflects  the  lack  of  swimmers  on  the 
Warriors  squad.  The  mermen  probably  lost 
several  meets  when  they  were  forced  to  for- 
feit events  due  to  lack  of  participants.    Only 
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one  senior,  Lynn  Martin,  of  Cherry  Hill, 
N .  J. ,  will  be  lost  by  graduation.
